The City of Fort,Wayne, Indiana ("the City”) appeals 


from the budget and tax rates and levies fixed by the Allen 
County Tax Adjustment Board and for its petition alleges and 
says that: 

1. The City is a second class city situated in Allen 
County, Indiana. 

2. The City, through its administration and common 
council, devoted a great deal of time and study to the prepara¬ 
tion of a budget for the year 1979, seeking to arrive at a 
budget which would enable petitioner to perform its governmental 
functions in a manner consistent with the law and with certain 
contractual commitments. 


3. Pursuant to law, the City’s officers filed with 


the County Auditor^a statement of its tax rates and levies, 
together with the aforesaid budget, said budget being the budget 
upon which said tax rates and levies are based. 


4. Subsequently, the Allen County Tax Adjustment Board 


("the Tax Adjustment Board") reduced said budget and said tax 
rates and levies in the following manner: 


a) Line 12 of the Sewer Relief Fund was reduced 
from $200,000 to Zero. 

b) Line 12 of the Street Lighting Fund was reduced 
from $250,000 to Zero. 

c) Line 12 of the Redevelopment District Capital Fund 
was reduced from $188,400 to Zero. 

d) This is a total reduction in the 1979 levy of 
$638,400. 

e) The rate for the aforesaid items was reduced 
as follows: 

1. Sewer Relief from .042 to Zero 

2. Street Lighting from .052 to Zero 

3. Redevelopment District Capital from .039 to Zero 

4. This is a total reduction in the 1979 rate of .133 
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5. The effect of these reductions by the A.C.T.A.B. 
places the City of Fort Wayne in the position of not being able 
to provide its citizens with needed repairs in its sewer system 
and street lights. It also provides further acceleration to the 
already sad deterioration- of the city by the action taken with 
the Redevelopment District Capital Fund. This comes at a time 
when the President of the United States is urging the Congress 
to appropriate billions for the "revitalization of the nation’s 
cities". 

6. The City's Common Council has authorized this 
appeal by resolution, a copy of which is identified as 
Exhibit "A" and attached hereto. 

WHEREFORE, the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, prays 
that the aforesaid tax levies and rates be increased from the 
amounts fixed by the Allen County Tax Adjustment Board and that 
said tax levies and rates be adjusted to the amounts requested 
by the City.
